in politics and is pleased to think that 
Ms congressman recognizes his impor- 
tance. In any case, the receipt of a 
aersonal letter from a member of con- 
gress is apt to tickle the'vanity of a 
private citizen.

TEIKGKAPH CONSOLIDATION 


The act of Congress obarteiing the 


-Union and Central Pacific compamea 
required the roads to maintain a tele- 
graphic "system for commercial pur- 
noses 
This reqairement was com- 


Slied with until about 1877, when the 
railroad and Western Union lines were 
consolidated. For seven or eight years 
afte- the roads were completed there 
were competitive telegraph lines with 
offices in every Tillage along the roads. 
Since the consolidation there has been 
no competition, though in towns like 
Kano and Ogdeu the Western Union 
maintained separate offices. 


For some reason, but probably be- 


cause every 
Congressman wns fur- 


nished with franks which entitled him 
to free transmission for all messages 
sent by him, no notice waa taken of the 
failure of the railroad companies to 
comply with the requirements of their 
charters, but a few years ago suit was 
commenced at Omaha, Neb., to compel 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company to 
maintain a separate line. The case 
was decided against the company and 
a decree entered requiring it to estab- 
lish and maintain an independent tele- 
graph system for commercial purpos.es. 
The order of Court was that this decree 
must be complied with by December 
31st. 


The Reorganization Committee of 


the Union Pacific, which is now ar- 
ranging to purchase the road from the 
Government for $25,000,000 less than 
the Government debt, may attempt to 
er^de the decree of the Court on the 
ground that it is not bound by the ob- 
ligations of the old company and it 
may succeed, but the opinion of the 
United States Attorney in Nebraska is 
that the successor of the Union Pacific 
must submit to all the conditions and 
limitations contained in the original 
franchise. 


Separate and competitive telegraph 


lines would be a great benefit to com- 
merce and to the general public, and 
as the law leqnirea the subsidized 
roads to maintain such lines, 
the 


authorities are at fault or the law 
would be enforced.

The National weather bureau has 


this to say about October frosts: "A 
word may probably be added regarding 
the formation of frosts ia the autumn, 
by which damage is often doue to 
crops, especially the cranberry and to- 
bacco, and to fruit and vegetables m 
the southern district during the fall. „ 


"Frost, as is well known, is caused 


by lowering the temperature of tho air 
containing aqueous vapor till it reaches 
saturation, and by further decrease of 
the temperature to the freezing point 
or below, when ioe crystals of frost 
form on the vegetation. 


"In autumn this loss of heat in the 


air is due chiefly to a vigorous radia- 
tion from the ground especially if the 
surface is dry, during the night, and it 
is favored by the conditions prevailing 
near the center of a high area, where 
tha sky is clear, the wind very light, 
and the current oE decend ing air com- 
paratively steady. 


'If the high drafts over a region 


where rain has fallen quite uniformly 
within twenty-four hours, the wotted 
surface tends to retard lowering of tem- 
perature, and will often serene a region 
from frost.

JOHN SUNDERLAND. 


The New York Legislature consoli- 


dated. New York City, Brooklyn and 
adjacent towns into one municipality, 
to bo known as " Greater New York"

corporated ia about 4,000,000

municipal patronage is immense, and 
there promises to be.a great struggle 
for its control. There,are four candi- 
dates in the field for Mayor. One is 
Seth Low, who was formerly Mayor of 
New York, who was elected by the re- 
formers and good government element 
of the oily. 
The second is Henry 


George, author 
of "Progress and 


Poverty," who was ouce before a can- 
didate for Mayor of New York City, 
and received 68,000 votes. The third is 
B. F. Tracy, formerly Secretary of the 
Navy, and the fourth is Robert A. Van 
Wyck, Presiding Justice of the City 
Court. Low is the nominee of the Re- 
publicans, who are opposed to the role 
of Boss (now Sena1 irl Plati; George is 
the nominee of the United Democracy, 
which means all Democrats who are 
opposed to Tammany; Tracy is the can' 
didate of the Platte, or ring, Republi- 
cans, nnd Yan Wyck is the candidate of 
Tammany.

Berlin 
Haters 
Employ 
Hygienic 


Methods In Krentl Hnnailner. 


A novel improvement in baking has 


been, made by some of the most promi- 
nent bakers of Berlin, which is tho nat- 
ural consequence of the increasing ten- 
dency, to employ hygienic, methods in 
every trade dealing with food and food 
supplies, says the Philadelphia Record. 
"While rolls have long been delivered in 
paper bags to customers, it has always 
been the rule to handle bread with the 
fingers, each loaf going through a num- 
ber of hands before delnered at the 
consumer's door, there to be receivec 
by the bare, often, not too clean, fin- 
gers of the servant. 
The recent im- 


provement, which has been covered bj 
patents, consists of using paper bags 
the exact shape of the various f>izes o: 
bread turned out by e baker. These 
bags are open at both ends, and, being 
slightly longer than the loaf, the ends 
are turned together with a twist as the 
loaf is shoved from the oven straigh 
into the 'bag. This cover •will, protec 
the bread from any pollution after i 
leaves the oven, for it is kept in the 
paper bag not only while being handlec 
ia the bakery and by the delivery man 
but it can he kept there while the loa; 
is being used, being cut at one end as 
the loaf gets shorter. The new system 
has found a very quick spread, and th 
best bakeries, who at once iatroducec 
the new inaprove"ment, gained by iti 
adoption. Since the name of the bake 
can be printed on the outside of thebaj 
•without interfering •with its usefulness 
it may bea good advertisement to adop 
such a plan 'here as well. .. _

A hint comes from India which is 


vorth using in -the. hot summer days. 
Lassitude and loss of appetite

which, although not serious, renders 
work of every kind more laborious than 
t would otherwise be.

It arrests the light, 
which often works, sncii injury, but i = 
uncomfortably hot, and soon becomes 
objectionable from its absorption of 
perspiration

spend part of their lives under a trop- 
ical sunlight is r.n orange-colored shirt. 
An English engineer declares that he 
frequently fell ill after duty in the sun, 
until he "treated himself as a photo- 
graphic sensitive plate, and surrounded 
his body ^\ ith yellow light. 


All clothing, however thick, allows 


certain ra>s to pass, and although thick 
clothing would arrest all the injurious 
uilments of sunlight, it would inter- 
fere with the escape of bodily heat 
The yellow shirt, for sensitive people 
who arc much in hot sunlight, is an ex- 
cellent protection, only inferior to that 
simplest and best of all India, protec- 
tives—a white umbrella, which has not 
yet been acclimated in this country.

water was pointed out. If the curing 
of disease and alleviation of sufiorin 
is considered a noble profession, s 
surely should bo.tho prevention of dis 
ease. No praise is to high to be a 
warded to those who by careful experi 
mentation and laborious invesligatio 
have worked out tho problems of moo 
ern sanitation. 
' . 


Scarcely any subject hus. assume^ 


greater importance in the past 20 year 
than the character of water eupply. Iu 
this work chemistry aud biology havo 
gone hand in hand and have thrown 
floods of light on tncny mutters pre- 
viously but little understood. 


la regard to water supply, tbe hy- 


gienic requirements are all summed up 
in the two words quality and quantity. 
Good water should bo clear, colorkss, 
free from suspended matter, of good 
lustre and of a sparkling taste due to 
the presence of air and cirbonic acid 
gas. Of the impurities in water tho.e 
classed .under the bends of organic mid 
micro-organisms are the ones really 
dangerous to health. While simply or- 
ganic matter may not in itself be dan- 
gerous," yet water containing it must be 
classed HS unfit for drinking, for this 
organic matter forms the menus of an 
indefinite process of increase and mul- 
tiplication of the harmful bacteria 
which in this \«ay find entrance into 
the human system. 


The average person is rory careless 


about 'the matter of 
wuter-supply. 


Water is considered fit for drinking if 
it is reasonably clear and dooa not 
taste bad. It is capable of rigorous 
demonstration, however, that a turbid 
water may contain nothing harmful 
while a bright sparkling water may be 
positively deadly. 


By f.he enforcemeiit'of hygienic reg- 


ulations, furnishing a beautiful supply 
of pure water and providing a proper 
and adequate sewerage system the 
death-rate of a city can bo regulated 
almost as easily and certainly as any 
other operation where cause and effect 
are olosely related. This has b9en pro- 
ven many times over. There is an al- 
most unbroken record 
of the final 


disapearance of oft' recurring epidem- 
ics and a steady improvement in public 
health following the draining 
and 


cleansing of filthy towns and furnish- 
ing of a proper water supply. Accord- 
ing to the eminent sanitary engineer, 
Geo E. Worms:, Jr., every death from 
typhuH faver is«an unnecessary death, 
as tu :i- . do as a death from tho small- 
pox. 
In fact, it is well known among 


physicians that nearly every case or 
typhoid can be traced directly to tho 
use of impure water. 


The present low death mte from 


typhoid in London 
and Berlin is 


directly Iraceable to the introduction 
of a process, of water purification by 
filter?. In Zurich the tj phoid rnortU- 
ity was four per thous.aud aiwi'lms 
bean i-bduosd to four-tenths par thous- 
and by similar uio.ins. To coma ne..rer 
home, the city of Lawrence, Mass., fur- 
nishes a striking instance. Its water 
is taken from the river .containing the 
sewerage of Lowell, ten miles higher 
np. 
For many years an outbreak of 


typhoid at. Lowell was followed very 
shortly by a similar epidemic at Law- 
rence. 
In 1893 steps were taken to 


purify the water for the latter city. 
Since then another epidemic has ex- 
isted at Lowell, but for the first time 
was not followed by one at Lawrence. 
Numerous other examples might be 
cited. 
No case of typhiod has been 


dwelt upon as being a striking ex- 
ample and also .because its ravages at 
the present time can only be compared 
to consumption. No difference lies in 
the mode of 
prevention which 
is 


clearly indicated. 


While the conditions in this city may 


not be as alarming as at some other 
places, still the evil is with us and the 
remedy is clear. 
We have only to 


profit by the experience of other com- 
munities.
